Were farmers however to stork an entire 
farm with the native shepp, to the exclu¬

can make a profit on both mutton and 
wool.

Th* Influence or thb Origin or 
Seeds ox the Quantity and Qual¬ 
ity or Crops. 

By Dr. Broun , Proftuor of Rural and 
Sylvan Economy in the Univereity 
of Liege. 

(Translated Tor the Farmer.’ Register, 
from the Journal d'Agriculture, etc. 
del Pays Bas] 

Etren to the present day, the cultiva¬ 
tors of forest trees have not thought of 
taking advantage of a phenomenon which 
is presented to us in the cultivation of 
agricaitural plants, and which, although 
Hhat never yet been sufficiently explain¬ 
ed, is nevertheless well established. This 
phenomenon is the influence which seed 
exerts on the quantity and quality of the 
(crop which i» produced from it, accord¬ 
ing to the different nature of the soil and 
climate from which this seed ha* been 
procored. The good results of this influ 
ence have appeared alter using seed from 
cold climate and a tenacious and cold 


i soil, in a warm climate and a dry and 
light soil; but they are also equally ap¬ 
parent under circumstances quite the re 
verse, provided the soil be not too dry 
and barren, and the seed has had the op¬ 
portunity of being developed and coming 
to perfect maturity- It appears then that 
♦1 m» (wo opposite kinds of soils and cli¬ 
mates prom equally from a change of 
aeed. Let us consider and examine at 
Int a few observations which may serve 
to explain this phenomenon, and thence 
sdearor to deduce the physiological law, 
ad apply it to the cultivation of trees. 

The advantages resulting from a change 
laf seed are generally recegnixed in the 
cultivation of the cereal plants. In some 
mountainous countries, in Scotland for 
•sample, they bring th* seed from the 
low country and from the plains, where 
the climate is more mild, and consequent¬ 
ly the seed more forward, a quality which 
it always preserves for several genera¬ 
tions. We are convinced that the culti¬ 
vator of this mountainous district, if he 
always used seed from his own crops 
would reap later and later harvests, so 
that af last perhaps they would not reme 
lie perfect maturity; a circumstance eas¬ 
ily explained by tha short duration of the 
fsummers in the mountains. If, on the 
Mher hand, the cultivator of a flat coun¬ 
try the climate of which is mild and the 
soil dry and light, continually made use 
»f his own seed, it would head every year 
suer, the stalks would become shorter, 
snd th* heads and grains smaller and 
nailer; and in time there would result 
it a poor produce, /n this last case the 
cultivator brings bis seed with advantage 
»m a country mare cold, the soil of 
rhich is good and substantial. Probe- | r pifl ,yi wtl tr e .]

The flax without doubt, prevents us 
pith the most striking example of this 
iienomenon.

■ from a colder climate—the sowing of 
phich causes the grain to be slowly ferm- 
il, and thus leaves more time for the de- 
klopement of the stalk, which is the prin¬ 
cipal object of its cultivation. To judge 
analogy, we would be led to be- 
eve that the result would be the same 
Cere we te obtain from a colder country 
nd a colder soil the grain of the clover 
_J other plants used for forage, in the 
lltivation of which our object is large 
xlks and a well developed foliage- Even 
[t the present day we are without expo- 
pence on this head. 

Generally, all plants which areprinci- 
ally cultivated for their grain or fruit, 
I'eed little or no manure; white manure 
I necessary for those plants from which 
re wish to obtain large stalks and

Fruit tires which shoot vigorously, | 
generally bear little or no fiuit; and eve¬ 
ry circumstance, which on the other hand 
prevents the too great growth of wood, 
favors the formation of fruit- On this 
observation rests the cultivation of dwarf 
fruit trees, and espaliers; alto that of the 
vine, Sic. Sic. 

Field plants and plants of the kitchen 
garden (under equal circumstances in 
other respects,) blossom sooner in dry 
warm and clear summers, and the stalks 
as well as leaves are smaller, that in rainy 
and cloudy summers- » 

From these and many other atalagous 
observations, we can deduce a physiolo¬ 
gical law of the greatest importance in 
the cultivation of plants, to wit: Every 
thing which favors the disproportionate 
growth of vegetables, opposes or retards 
their propagation or formation of fruit; 
and etc* vena, the formation of fruit il 
hastened and forwarded at all times when 
exterior circumstances prevent the full 
developement Si disproportioned growth 
of the stalk. 

Now to apply this law to the rearing 
of trees, I ought first to remark that ma¬ 
ny of the phenomena which I have men¬ 
tioned, are equally apparent in the vege¬ 
tation of forest trees, although they have 
not been so much noticed. In fact we 
see the greater part of our forest trees 
bear seeds sooner, more often, and in 
greater quantities, with a south exposure 
and in a dry and light soil, than with a 
north exposure, and on a cold and stiff 
soil; while under the latter circumstances 
they acquire greater dimensions 

Many trees, the birch for example, va¬ 
ry with regard to the time of budding 
and formation of see-J, some being for¬ 
ward, and others late. It it well ascer¬ 
tained that those which bud late, hare the 
hardest, heaviest, and in every respect 
the best timber; anil increase more in 
volume within a certain time, than the 
more forward kind. It is not yet proved 
that the same phenomena may take piace 
relative to age, i. e. that there may be 
varieties which blossom and b’.ar seeds 
and the growth of which consequently di 
minisbes at dvtfererfl ages. This ap*- 
peart very probable, since we frequently 
see larches, firs, birches, lie. trees which 
bad their origin in the cold «nd elevated 
country, bear seeds in a low, dry and 
warm country, after having scarcely 
reached the age of ten or fifteen years, 
and ten or fifteen feet in height; and the 
growth of which afterwards becomes sen¬ 
sibly slower. 

From this observation we may coa 
elude that the trees of cold climates pro¬ 
duced from seeds gathered in dry and 
level countries will degenerate after many 
years to dwarf trues, shrubs, bushes, Sic 
which will scarcely ever be of any value 
at forest trees. Every attentive cultiva¬ 
tor of forest trees will have already no 
ticed similar examples, which will justify 
this conclusion. 

From all that preceeds, I deduce for 
Ihe rearing of timber trees this general 
law: It is necessary to procure, at far xs 
possible, the seeds from a Colder climate 
and a colder and stiller soil than the 
climate and soil bf the country on which 
you wish to rear these (roes. 

One of the best things for cultivation 
in the sandy lands of the provinces of 
Limburg, of Anvers, end of Northern 
Brabant, is undoubtedly the sylvan pine,

[The foregoing communication well 
deserves the attention of all thinking far¬ 
mers. /f Professor Brono’s opinion is cor¬ 
rect, we may maka it operate beneficially 
on the practice of every farm, either for 
the correction ol common errors,’ or the] 
introduction of positive improvements, 
or for both. Very many cases of the 
proper application of this theory will 
readily occur, of which I will mention 
few only as examples. 

We frequently change our seed wheat 
either from choice or necessity, and ob¬ 
tain new supplies from ether, and perhaps i 
very different soils—and we decide on 
the comparative productiveness of any 
two kinds,most generally, by their growth 
as they stand ill (he field- Yet, accord¬ 
ing to the *foregoing| theory, the greater 
length and bulk of straw may be ex¬ 
pected from seed that will yield a defi¬ 
cient ci op of grain. By attending to 
the rule offered, we may make profitable 

by 


lections of seeds from every single field,|wa yet 


taking from the warm and light soil, 
if we waul the best product of grain, or 
the cold and backward, if the crop is of 
a kind to be most profitable in pro¬ 
portion to its whole bulk. Another ne¬ 
cessary deduction is, that (lie farmers of 
Lower Virginia ought often to procure 
new seeds ot clover and other grasses 
Ironi the mountains, or the nothern states 
to renew the original bulk and value of 
those crops, and to prevent their becom¬ 
ing more productive in teed than in hay. 
And the reverse operation will be equal¬ 
ly beneficial as to wheat and other grains 
of which the mountain and nothern far¬ 
mers ought frequently to obtain a new 
stock oi seed from the plains and from 
the south. But even if such considerable 
changes are not attempted, a less degree 
of benefit may be obtained bv attending 
to these rules within the limits'of almost 
every farm. 

A striking proof of (lie truth of Profes¬ 
sor Bronn’s opinion or the influence of 
climate on seeds is presented in the differ¬ 
ent times in rnaturiug of the timothy 
grass of America and the cattail gras's 
of England. Thesegr 
peartri?e, snd in every respect precisely 
the same, except that the English grass 
is about two weeks laterin maturing than 
the American, when both have been 
sown together on the same soil. Mr- 
Sliicklund made the trial, and states the 
result in his observation* on the agricul¬ 
ture of the United States, reported lo the 
British Board of Agiiculture. This dif¬ 
ference, which was so fixed, and appear 
ed so remakable lo the observers, is com¬ 
pletely explained by Professor Bronn’s 
theory applied to the temperate and 
moist summers of England, aud :he more 
healed air and diier soils of the United 
States.

We have been con¬ 
tent to regard the pines of thjs country

The fir eplcea (a northern fir) and 
larch, are suitable to be reared in the moun¬ 
tainous lands of Aidennes- If we used 
the seed which grows in the dry & sandy 
parts of Limborg, Anvers, and Northern 
Brabant, we would raise nothing but 
dwarf trees, which at the age of twenty 
or thirty year*,perhaps,would be covered 
with mosses, and the growth ot which 
would alter that become more slow nnd 
would soon afterwards decay. Il is our 
interest then to bring these seeds from still 
co’der climates and better soils, nnd from 
countries in which these two trees grow 
larger,viz: from the Alp», Switzerland, 
the Tyrol, the mountain* of llartx, the 
Black Forest, and Noiway. 

The rule which I wish to eslahlish will 
perhaps become very useful in introdu¬ 
cing into this country foreign forest trees,
